TIENTSIN, 

A letter from this place says :— 

Matters are still dragging on in Tientsin. The city mandarins 
have not been punished; and the popular belief, that they will 
not be so, is supplemented by a rumour that they are to be rein- 
stated. Not one of the rioters has yet been punished ; nor does 
there appear the slightest disposition to do so. Yet China has 
been admitted with a flourish of trumpets into the comity of na- 
tions, and has been ostentatiously given all the advantages of in- 
ternational law by Governments whose first just reclamations are 
set at nought. Instead of punishing men guilty of one of the 
most hideous massacres on record, the Chinese are collecting large 
forces to sustain them ; 50,000 to 80,000 men are now gathered 
round Tientsin, and their ablest officials are being assembled— 
Tseng-kwo-Fan, the most powerful Chinaman in the Empire ; 
Li-hung-Chang, his great ally, hardly inferior to him in in- 
fluence, and the best general they possess; Ting, Futai of 
Kiangsu, the nominee and protégé of both, and the author of 
the advice to the Emperor (in his memorial on treaty revision) 
to order the literati throughout the Empire to excite the people 
against foreigners, if the latter became importunate. Chen-kwo- 
Jui is alternately said to be under surveillance at Peking, and to 
be Tseng-kwo-Fan’s guest at Tientsin; and the latter is said to 
have deatared that he shall not be given up. Chung How has 
been received at Court with distinguished regard. The Spanish 
Minister had passed through Tientsin, en route for Chefoo. 

An edict has been posted in the city of Tientsin, stating that 
the French are inexorable in their demands, and that it is simply 
impossible to comply with them ; the mundarins shail not be given 
up. It has been always prophesied by men who knew China that 
the policy lately adopted by the British Government would lead 
to war. Their prediction,seems likely to be realised more quickly 
than they thought. 

A correspondent at Peking reports that all is quiet, and likely 
to continue so during the winter, because the Government have 
had so much trouble with the Tientsin Massacre that they will try 
and prevent a repetition of it. In the city the police penetrate 
into every lane, and it would be difficult for any evil-disposed 

refect to get up a riot like that at Tientsin without its becoming 
Foon to some of the numerous censors and place-hunters, who 
might make capital out of reporting the plot. The Legation and 
the admirals will also be likely to take measures for protection. 
On these grounds some of the foreigners in Peking consider them- 
selves quite safe. The native Christians in the country, however, 
are not expected to enjoy the same immunity. 

Childishjas it appears to usthereis no doubt that the Chinese think 
the time has come when they ee | again try their strength with us 
With foreign drilled troops, and foreign arms, large and small, 
they imagine nothing further is required to make them a match 
for the foreigners. At least they are quite ready to try it. The 
common report is that as soon as the French leave this the forts 
and river will be put in readiness to bar their re-entrance in the 
spring. No prudent man would remain here during the winter 
without a land force of 5,000 men. It would be sheer mad- 
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ness to send a small number. The Chinese know perfectly 
well that sooner or later the French will exact retribution 
for the outrages they have suffered, and they will therefore do 
all they can to get rid of all foreigners pefore winter, so as to 
complete their preparations to resist the French on their return. 
This will entail the taking of the forts agaia, as in 1860, with 
greatgr loss of life probably than then, ang a stoppage of foreign 
trade for some time. Nothing can prevent this but a sy ficient 
body of foreign troops occupying the Taky Forts befgre winter.

HANKOW. 

Phe flood at} Hankow,fafter vaange 4 a much greater height 
than last year, is now steadily falling. The effects upon the popu- 
lation of the neighbouring districts have not been so serious 93 
those of last year’s inundation, as the wheat harvest had been se- 
cured before the present rise. Numerous important embankments 
and bridges have been destroyed, and portions of the wall of Han- 
kow have been swept ‘away by the force of wind and water. The 
refugees have commenced to visit the neighbourhood of the city 
of Hanyang, but are immediately relieved and removed in boats 
to gome distant place by the authorities of the district. So many 
beggars have infested Hankow that on some days half of ‘the 
shops have been shut, in order to resist their levying of alms. 
The population is indifferont towards foreigners, being too much 
taken up with its own troubles. Ji Hung-Chang, late Viceroy of 
the double province, rendered an immense service to all parties 
and interests in Hankow, when he absorbed into his camp all the 
disorderly and ill-conditioned fellows about the town, who went 
with him in his crusade against the Mahomedan invaders of 
Shensi. 





SHANGHAI. 


Dates by this mail are to the 1st Sept. The P. and O. mail of 


July 16 qrsived out op the 28th August. Telegrams to Ath Aug., 
via Kiachta, had been received. The following summary is from 
the North China Herald of Sept. 1:— 


Shanghai remains perfectly quiet, though the course of events 
is eagerly discussed among the people, and all kinds of rumours 
are afloat. The fact of the Franco-Prussign war hag convinced 
the Chinese that France is too much occupied at home ta do any 
fighting in China for the present, and they are confident accord- 
ingly that their authorities will not givé into French demands. 
The idea of these being complied with from an abstract sense of 
justice never seems to occur to any one. For instance, there was 
a very widely apsead rumour among the Chinese that Prince 
Kung’s estate had been confiscated, and that he himself had been 
ordered to commit suicide by strangling, the cause being his 
friendliness to foreigners. The Chinese did not know whether to 
believe the report or not. Later news proved it to be false. We 
only mention it because its very existence is suggestive. 

A second report goes that the authorities have ordered the 
reeds along the water-courseg on the Pootung side to be gathered ; 
and it is supposed that they are wanted for the use of the army 
which is to be called out to fight the foreigners, as the reeds are 
generally gathered in the twelfth moon. Another rumaur is that 
the Taoutais at the different ports have orders to foment a rising 
agen foreigners directly news comes of fighting at Tientsin.

As the steamer* Albatross was leaving Heard’s Wharf a large 
strong ebb tide (about four knots) 
athwart the cut-water of the steamer, which just then going on

propeller. We have not heard whether any lives were lost. The 
cargo belonged to Fuh-Sung, and was bound for Woo-sieh,’and, 
being chiefly coal and nail rod, sank immediately. 

The work sheds needed for the building of the abutments fof 
the new iron Lai, over the Soochow Creek are almost complete ; 
piles, indicating the points on cach side at which the abutments 
are ta terminate, have been driven, and various materials laid 

own, all showing that the works are to be proceeded with at 
once. It is not a day too soon, as we hear that the bridge is likely 
to be here by November, and the interval will hardly suffice for 
the construction and consolidation of works such as the approaches 
tota bridge. 

The K’ua-Hsing left the harbour on the 30th Aug. with the 
Chief Coast Lights’ engineer, Mr. Henderson, C.E., on board for 
the North Saddle, where the lighthouse works are now fast ap- 
proaching completion. Thefkeepers’ dwellings are completed, with 
the exception of the painting. The K’ua-Hsing will, before her 
return, go to Sha-wei-shan with some material. It is supposed 
that the Relief is now at Sha-wei-shan discharging bricks, as she 
left this a few days ago with that object. 

Already the rumour of war between" France’ and {Germany 
affects our trade. Six days ago a sailing vessel brought the ja- 
telligence that Franco had declared war against Germany. Bo 
utterly unpecpased for war were we that no one credited the state- 
ment. When four days ago the Kiu-shu brought later dates, con- 
firming the previous rumour, captains of German vessels became 
alarmed. he North German vessel the Arab, the Meta, 
and the Mfaria, which had startedgon their southward voyage, 


returnedto s safe anchorage a few yards beyond the limits 


of the harbour. The Consul has warned masters sailing Ger- 
toan ships that if they leaye the port they do so at their own 
risk. It ig said {one or two French gunboats are outside the 
bay ready to poufice on any unfortunate German vease} which 
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may venture to go to sea. An officer from 9 French man-of-war 
boarded an English vessel, the EWon Castle, about 120 miles from 
this port, and demanded to see the ship’s papers. The Chinese 
merchants are in a state of great distress. Phey feel it very hard 
that the German ships which have their cargo on board will 
neither ‘‘moye on” nor yeturn® them their cargoes. 

HONG KONG. 

The advices by this mail are to the 8th September ; the Londen 
mail of July 29 arrived out on the 5th September, with tele- 
grams to the 2lst August; the Pacific mail steamer Great Re- 
public arrived on the 3rd Sept. 

" The Pacific mail steamers are increasing in public favour. A 
very gratifying testimonial was presented by Mr. C. I. King, of 
the firm of Chapman, King, and Co., of Shanghai, in the presence 
of all the passengers, to Captain Seth Doane, commander of the 
Great Republic, on completing the voyage from San Francisco to 
Yokohama—the longest steam passage in the world out of sight 
of land. The splendour of the accommodation of the Great Re- 
public was greatly apPEeaio! by all the passengers, as wag also 
the punctuality with which the sister steamers, the Japan and 
oe America, met them at sea at the hour predicted by Captain 
joane. 

The Daily Press says that it is evident, from the letter ad- 
dressed by Lord Granville to the Home merchants, that the Go- 
vernment is somewhat hard to convince upon the Ohina question. 
Although they consent to refuse the ratification of Sir Ruther- 
ford Alcock’s Convention, they nevertheless maintain that it 
would be productive of a great deal of good to mercantile in- 
terests, and that they only throw it over in deference to the 
opinions of the merchants. In this they are somewhat inconsig- 
tent ; as if the opinions of the merchants are a reason for throw- 
ing over the Convention, they are so only because the merchants are 
better judges of the merits of a commercial convention thay the 
Government can pretend to be. If the merchants are the best 
judges—and their opinion is that the Convention will prove dis- 
advantageous—then it may be taken as proved that such is the 
fact. Itis to be feared that sixty-eight adverse votes on the 
Liberal side had more to do with the Government’s decision 
than the tender regard they express for the views of China mer- 
chants. At least, they are somewhat tardy in displaying the 
considcratian for which they now claim credit, 

The official proclamation of neutrality was issued in an extra- 
ordinary Gazette. It is not likely that its provisions will have to 
be enforced in this harbour, but it affords official evidence that the 
tide of war has reached the shores of this island. 

The British clipper-ship 7amesa, which arrived from Bangkok, 
has lately made one of the most extraordinary runs on record. 
Having made her outward voyage to Adelaide, in South Australia, 
jn seventy-two days, she sailed from that port for Ceylon with a 
number of horses, some prime milch cows, and a general cargo. 
Starting upon the commencement of a strong SE. gale at the 
same time with the P. and O. steamer, she actually performed the 
wonderful feat of heading the mail boat into port by six hours, 
the distance between Kaygaroo Island and the Leuwen having 
been cleared in ninety hours under g reefed foresail and lower 
topsail. The live portion of the cargo was all delivered in prime 
condition. 

By the Pacific Mail steamer we have to note the arrival af the 
pslhenten George Francis Train, whofis making a flying trip round 
the world in ninety days, with the intention of taking notes and 
writing a book. e will leave this by the next French Mail 
steamer, and meantime intends to run up to Canton. Mr. Train 
is quite confident that he will be returned for the Presidency in 
1872; declares himself a {stanch adherent of the Fenians, not- 
withstanding the defeat of General O'Neill, and expresses his de- 
termination to speak in Irgland. He had thought of addressing 
the public here, but finds that his time will not A tetas it. Speak- 
ing of Japan, he declares his opinion that Sir Harry Parkes’s in- 
flueuce is unbounded, and that he might be Mikado if he liked. 
He thinks everything about China is immensely exaggerated, and 
does not believe the pepulesion is more than 200,000,000, not 
400,000,000, as currently stated. 

The bones of about 1,200 Chinese lately reached San Frap- 
cisco on their return the Celestial Empire. They hed heen 
gathered up along the line of the Central Pacific Railroad, and 
were all there was left of a regiment of the labourers on that 
ipa work.

y which they were originally brought into this country. 

The U.S. flagship Colorado, Captain Cooper, bearing the flag of 
Raar-Admiral Rodgers, left this port for Sganghai on the 4th.

The official Courrier de Saigon contains a Government notifica- 
tion that, in consequence of the declaration of war, the Emperor 
had directed that the functions of the Consuls of the North Ger- 
man Confederation should cease immediately, but that such of 
these gentlemen as desired to remain in the French colonies might 
avail themselves of the privileges granted in the proclamation of 
the Zlst August, noticed in our issue of the 12th. The interests 
of the subjects of the North German Confederation who con- 
tinue to reside in the French colonies during the war will be 
confided to the Consuls of the United States, but with the 
special proviso that the admission of Prussian subjects, or their 
allies, to French territory, cannot be permitted except by spe- 
cial permission, which will only be granted in exceptional 
cases. Mr. J. A. Speidel, Consul of the United States, is 
therefore appointed to officiate at Saigon in place of the Consul 
of the North German Confederation. he Governor has 
ordered the formation of a Volunteer Guard for the protection of 
the city, and also directed a subscription for the wounded to be 
opened at the Secretariat. The Governor and the Municipal 
Council headed the list with liberal donations, and the sum col- 
lected in the first week exceeded 6,000 fr. The Courrier de 
Saigon expresses the most sanguine conviction of the triumph of 
French arms, consequent on the invasion of France by the 
Prussian army “blinded with overweening confidence,” which 
reads very sadly by the light of recent events. The Regent of 
Siam has addressed a letter to the Governor of Saigon, informing 
him‘with many thanks of the safe return of the plenipotentiaries 
of the Siamese legation with the amended treaty concluded by 
them with the Governor, and which the Regent describes as 
highly satisfactory to the Siamese Government.

BANGKOK. 

The present mail brings no news of much interest or im- 
ortance. The French national feée was held on August 15, with 
* unprecedented solemnity.’ All the French in Bangkok called 
on their Consul and accompanied him to the Roman Catholic 
Cathedral, where thanksgivings were offered to the Almighty for 
the blessings conferred upon the French during the past year, 
and a solemn Ze Deum was sung, and @ grand banquet was 
afterwards given by the French Consul to his countrymen 
and all the Roman Catholic missionaries present in Bangkok. 
The American Consul proposed the health of the Emperor. The 
day’s festivities closed with a ball and an illumination. The 
Germans of Bangkok had commenced a subscription for the 
wounded, and in one day realised $2,600, and a special appro- 
priation of $135 per month during the existence of the war 
and for six months after its close. H.K.H. Krom Hluang Wongsa 
returned from Nakawn Yoke on the evening of the 8th inst. 
having been absent since the 29th ult. in search of the reported 
tree, called Ta-ko-daang, whose fruit had the name of restoring 
youthfulness to old age. He found the tree not in the forest, but 
at a temple near the residence of the governor of that province. 
And it was the only tree of the kind, as the Prince then learned, 
to be found anywhere in that region or any other in Siam. That 
tree is about three feet in circumference four feet from the 
ground.

ing. H.B.H. by great effort obtained one of the apples of that 
tree, intending to experiment on its secds. 


CHINA TRADE REPORTS FOR 1868. 

By the last mail we received‘ The Reports on Trade at the 
Treaty Ports in China for 1869 "—a goodly quarto volume of more 
than 200 closely printed pages, printed at Shanghai, and pub- 
lished by order of the Inspector-General of Customs. A work of 
such magnitude and interest could not have appeared ata time 
when its publication would have been attended with more good. 
Lengthy as it is, every page in it bristles with information, greatly 
assisted by the maps and tables which it contains ; and, in the present 
critical condition of our relations with Ohina, it cannot fail to serve 
the double purpose of strengthening the hands of those who have 
lately urged upon the Government the necessity of refounding Euro- 

ean commerce in the Far Kast, upon a basis of confirmed security, 
by exhibiting the immense value of our Chinese trade in the “ hard 
logic of figures; and of enlisting the interests of those less 
experienced or less informed of our countrymen who may be in- 
duced to peruse its pages, or even to consider the results which 
they convey. It would bea national gain if the volume before 
us were laid on the table of every public library in the country. 
It reflects the greatest credit on the perseverance and power of 
arrangement of Mr. Dick, the Commissioner of Customs at 
Shanghai, and amply compensates for the length of time ne- 
cessarily occupied in its compilation. It must be very gratifying 
to Mr. Dick to see that the Inspector-General, Mr. Hart, re- 
cognises so fully the thoroughness with which he has worked u 
his subject, and the interesting form in which he has arrang 
the mass of information collected by him. 

He leads the reader from fact to faet in a manner so unaffected 
and earnest that it never suffers its. interest to Hag. He en- 
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gages the attention without any other argument than that which 
is furnished by the information he communicates ; and it is not 
until the close of the book that he speaks in his own person, and 
shows us by his Suggestions for the Revision of the Chinese Cus- 
toms, Tarif, and Trade Re ions that he is as well able to 
reason justly from facts as to collect and arrange them. He 
truly observes that it is too much the custom to discuss Chinese 

uestions from the point of view of unreasoning sympathy with 
the natives, or of unreasoning antipathy to them ; and to accuse 
the party of progress of selfish motives, where much of their 
alleged “selfishness” is the very means of producing the most 
widely-extended good. “If Foreign Powers had their questions 
well in hand,” says Mr. Dick, “and were prepared to treat them 
comprehensively, and to negotiate with a little unanimity, there is 
haclly a commercial reform now advocated which could not be 
obtained in a short time.” 

The reform to which Mr. Dick attaches the greatest importance, 
and for which he proves the most urgent necessity, is the establish- 
ment of a system for dealing with questions, as they arise, under 
the treaties and tariff already existing. The experience of the 
past ten years has furnished ample reason for the opinion that, 
until a suitable arrangement be made for this purpose by the 
Chinese Government and the foreign representatives, there is no 
hope of such questions being properly attended to. For want of 
such a system many of the measures devised during that period 
have been attended with great inconvenience, and it has been 
found virtually impossible to effect simple changes of the most ob- 
vious necessity without unreasonable and injurious delay. Mr. 
Dick advocates the formation of a board at Peking for decidin 
the hearing of the treaties, and the action they justify in regar 
to commercial questions ; and another board at Shanghai, act- 
ing in communication with the former, for bringing to bear 
on such questions all the information obtainable from the expe- 
rience of merchants and officials. The board, or permanent com- 
mittee at Peking, should be composed of officials appointed by the 
Chinese Government, and of an official from each of the foreign 
legations. As matters now stand, all new action taken or changes 
made, under the treaties, need the consent of the contracting 
powers whose treaties are affected, and what Mr. Dick proposes is 
merely that the functions thus scattered among many hands should 
be made readily available, and strengthened by being placed in 
regular communication with the information requisite for the 
business to be transacted. The prohibition last year of the export 
of peas from Newchwang and Chefoo to foreign ports is a good 
example of the necessity for such a system; and the with- 
drawal of the prohibition, at the simultaneous request of 
the forei ministers, is an equally good illustration of 
the benefits to be expected from it. Where a Chinese ad- 
ministration alone is concerned, the extreme difficulty of 
modifying rules ina regular manner is to some extent counter- 
balanced by the ready growth of irregular practices. It is, there- 
fore, all the more necessary that where the intervention of 
foreign treaty rules administered by foreign hands has cut off 
this resource, the regulating power, or combination of powers, 
should be made sufficiently effective and flexible to meet all the 
requirements of the position. 

Mr. Dick’s view of the required revision of some parts of the 
tariff may be thus shortly summarised. The opium duty should 
be raised to as high a rate as may be found to be possible with- 
out encouraging smuggling, and experience has shown that up- 
wards of 100 taels a chest can be obtained without such risk. fe 
return for making such reforms as are required in the com- 
mercial and other intercourse between hina and foreign 
nations, Mr. Dick thinks that China might fairly ask the British 
Government to consent to some arrangement whereby the Customs 
service should be extended to Hong Kong ; and that such an ar- 
rangement, if made with a fair consideration for all the inte- 
rests concerned, would not be disadvantageous to Hong Kong. 
It would be well to inquire how far the position of the sta- 
ples, tea and silk, in foreign markets is affected by the duties 
charged on them in China. Of tea China still has practically a 
monopoly, and the present duty probably does no harm ; but Ja- 
ps and India are competing, and their competition may before 
long be felt. In silk the case is different, as China supplies only 
a comparatively small portion of the quantity used in Eng- 
land and France. The rates and megulacions affecting the 
home trade as carried on in foreign vessels should be dealt with 
quite separately from the tariff on imports and exports. Besides 
the heaviness of the charges imposed by the foreign trade tariff on 
the home trade, as compared with those levied by the Chinese 
themselves, they sometimes have the effect of protecting the 
foreign article against the native, as in Japanese tea, Indian 
cotton, Manila sugar, English and foreign coal, as well as all 
foreign kinds of the other articles named. Cotton and woollen goods, 
wood and timber, require a readjustment of the measurements on 
which they pay duty, consequent on the new measurements and 
varieties introduced since the present tariff was framed. In some 
articles different rates of duty are levied according to differences 
in quality, a distinction always avoided in the English tariff, on 
account of the difficulties which it involves. The rates on all 
these articles should be recast, and they should be reduced, espe- 
baagh fa such articles as are of small bulk in relation to value, 
as present rates}tend to encourage smuggling—ginseng is 
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prominent example—and there are also articles of such ver 
small bulk that, although they are not heavily taxed, the attempt 
to prevent smuggling them would cost more 
they would produce, such as cornelian beads, gold thread, gold 
and silver ware, and watches. There are, moreover, many articles 






articles dearer to the Chinese.

which it would be policy to exempt from duty altogether, because 
the amount collected is out of all proportion to the expense of 
collection. The prohibition of the import of the munitions of 
war simply has the effect of throwing trade in those articles into 
the hands of certain firms, and consequently of pening the 

For the prevention of the 
supply to rebels a prohibition of anrort is of no use in 
sediuaey times. Whether importation be prohibited or not, 
the sale to unauthorised persons would always be illegal 
and the importer who wished to sell them in that way would 
always conceal his importation. We will close our present no- 
tice with the fact that Mr. Dick {strongly recommends that the 
same scale of duties should be applied to merchandise conveyed 
in native as in foreiga vessels—a proposal which is not likely to 
meet with many dissentients. We have given the reforms sug- 
gested by Mr. Dick our first consideration ; in our next issue we 
shall give an analysis of the separate returns from the eleven ports 
on which the proposed reforms are based. 








THE SOUTH AFRICAN MISSIONARY. 

The Rev. Robert Moffat, at a private entertainment given by 
Mr. Fraser, an old friend, at Buckhurst Hill, described the course 
of his labourain South Africa, extending over fifty-four years, 
passing under review the many trials and difficulties by which it 
was beset. When he first went out to the Bechuana tribes they 
had no sign of a written language, and exhibited as much asto- 
nishment at the use of one as the South Sea Islanders amongst 
whom Williams laboured. It was a very long time before he 
could acquire any knowledge of their tongue ; and his first at- 
tempts at its use involved very awkward and humorous mistakes. 
For instance, he was made to call a man a great rascal, or to ask 
an old woman to kiss him, while the natives stood by laughing at 
his blunders. It wasa very earnest yearning of his heart to be 
able to speak to them in their own language of the love of God, 
although he soon found that new difficulties had to be encountered 
even here, for it was hard to convince them of the truth of his 
testimony. By degrees it was received by a few; and then, eyes 
for ever unused to weeping streamed with tears of penitence and 
love at the recital of the story of the cross. The venerable mis- 
sionary recalled with much interest his early struggles in transla- 
tion. It was a work which he never meant to undertake, but was 
ultimately compelled to go through with it because no one else 
could or would undertake it. References were made to the en- 
couragement he had received from his son-in-law, Dr. Livingstone ; 
and an expression of thankfulness was added in respect to the 
comfort which he felt in leaving the Kwuman mission under the 
care of his excellent son, John Smith Moffat. It was touching to 
hear the noble old man utter the strong hope he cherished of meet- 
ing once again with the poor Africans who have listened to the 
Gospel from his lips, when they shall be assembled before the pre- 
sence of their God and Saviour. In this glorious work he 
finally been called to suffer the penalties of continued toil amidst 
so many difficulties. He had been a martyr to a sad want of 
sleep, but he rejoiced to say he now felt that rest was coming back 
to his weary system, and with it comfort aud hope for future labours 
at home. Mr. Moffatt was through all his labours accompanied by 
his wife, who rendered most valuable aid in the schools and other 
means employed, as also did some of his children. One of his 
a aie married the celebrated Livingstone, for whom all 
England now throbs with anxiety. No one but those who have 
had opportunities of seeing a missionary’s life in an out-station in 
Africa, India, or China can form an idea of the discomforts and 
trials which attend the wife of a missionary, and nothing but 
their love and devotion to the cause of Christ could support them. 
Their lot is, indeed, a reproof to those who live at home at ease, 
and so often complain of their lot as hard. 

The Rev. Mr. Darlin, in an excellent speech by way of return- 
ing thanks for the assembled company, stated the great interest 
and love with which he had followed from youth the life and pro- 
gress of the devoted “South African Missionary.” 





Commerctal Report. 
IMPORTS. 


SHANGHAI. —Business continued dull, in presence of tbe war news 
from Europe, and of the threatcning aspect of affairs in China, and the 
market for Piece Goods was very weak. The business in Piece Goods 
since the departure of the English mail had been restricted to a few 
transactions in Grey Shirtings at lower rates; a faint enquiry for com- 
mon 6 and 7 Ib. T-Cloths ; small dealings in Turkey Red Shirtings and 
Chintzes for Japan, and some trifling purchases of Woollen for the 
River ports. Sales of ordinary Chop 8} lb. Grey Shirtings “to arrive,” 
at Tls. 2.1.3 per piece, were reported. ‘ils. 2.1.4 to 2.1.7 was the quo- 
tation for goods on the spot. Dewhurst’s chop was worth Tis. 2.2.2. to 
2.2.34 per piece, but ordinary chops were preferred at the lower prices. 
7 lb. were worth Tis. 1.7.0 to 1.7.4 per piece, ordinary to beat makes. 
The chief business in T-Cloths for the week consisted in re-exports to 
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Hankow. Drills and Jeans had been neglected. Dyed Brocades had 
been wanted, but the stock of these was entircly exhausted. In other 
kinds of Fancies very little had transpired. Woollens: As above stated, 
a small demand had existed for Woollen Goods. Figured Orleans had 
been taken at former rates, but for Long Ells and Cainlets lower prices 
were offered. Produce men were offering barter settlements of Camlets 
at 3 to 4 mace per piece under what importers were asking for their 
stocks. Lastings, Crapes, &c., had not heen inquired for. Metals— 
Iron: A considerable business had been done in Nail Rod Tron during 
the week, settlements reaching some 40,000 Bundles, at Tls. 2.1.5 for 
small sizes und Ts. 2.0.0 for fair to good assortments, about former rates. 
Stock, about 110,000 bundles, Lead sold quiet, holders firm; common 
chops at Ts. 4.3.4; L.B., Tls. 4.4.5. 

Hone Kone.—The telegraphic intelligence brought by the English 
mail of 29th July, reporting increasing firmness and activity in the home 
markets for Manchester Goods and Raw Cotton, had had its effect upon 
the markets here, and had caused an improvement in both prices and 
demand. In Raw Cotton large settlements had been made at higher 
figures, and an advance of $1 to 2 was noticeable. In Grey Shirtings 
only one or two small sales had been made; 8-4 lb. goods were com- 
pletely out of stock, and in view of this, those parties who had it in 
their power to cell ‘to arrive’? were demanding prices well over pre- 
vious quotations. T-Cloths had been fairly dealt in at improving rates, 
and a rise in values about equal to the decline reported for last mail had 
been effected. Drills had not been affected by the upward movement, 
and former prices of all descriptions were barely maintained. Woollens 
were quiet and unchanged. Lead was firm, though quiet. No sales of 
Bar Iron had been reported, but the market was steady. 

Sarcon.—There had been no improvement to report in Cotton Goods; 
prices had undergone no material change for the worse, but there was 


still no inquiry for any kinds, and stocks remained heavy. The quota-_ 


tions were :—Grey Shirtings, Ibs., $2.80 ; -do., 7 Ibs., $2.40; Grey 
T-Cloth, 4 Ibs., $1.35 ; do., 43 Ibs., $1.98; do., 4} lbs., $1.45; do., 
5 Ibs., $1.55; White Irishes, $2.05. 





EXPORTS.

TEA. 

The following reports are from Messrs. Olyphant and Co.’s Circular :—= 

SHANGHAI.—Black Teas: There has been a fair demand during the 
week at the reduced quotations current for last mail. Settlements 
amount to 17,700 chests, and re-shipments to 2,800 chests. Further 
additions had been made to the stock, which stood at 100,700 chests, 
Green Teas: A few parcels of fine and finest Moyaune had arrived, and 
had found ready sale at very full prices. These Teas, in common with 
those from other districts, were inferior to last year’s crop, and there was 
not much improvement to notice in the matter of dust. Settlements 
amounted to 8,690 half-chests in all, and 1,100 half-cheats had been re- 
thipped. The stock was estimated at 35,000 half-chests. 

Foocuow.— Since the 26th Sept. the settlements of Congou amounted 
to about 13,000 chests. Purchases reported on the 27th showed an 
advance of about half a tael on the prices paid for broken and Icafy to 
good common descriptions, but since the receipt on that day of the 
English mail business had been conducted on much the previous scale 
of prices. The tone of the market was rather quiet, and although the 
settlements made public averaged over 4,300 chests per day, we believe 
that some of these were bought before arrival of the mail, but only sub- 
sequently reported. On the 20th 920 half-chests of Ooclongs were taken for 
English account on a basis of Tls. 20 short for good cargo grade, and these 
being of really good quality showed better value than earlier settlements. 
Souchongs and Scented teas were in limited demand. The Everest and 
Chinaman had sailed for London. The rate of freight to London had 
been raised, and tonnage was not procurable under £2 per ton. The 
Windhover had cleared, the Haddington would follow on the 31st, and the 
Falcon and Shun Lee were engaged full. 

Amoy.—Settlements of Oolongs had continued at previous rates, and 
there had been only a small stock to choose from; some thirty chops, 
however, had come to hand, but no offers had thus far been reported. 
Congous have been slightly dealt in, but the bulk of the stock was of 
very undesirablo quality, and settlements were dearer in value than 
Foochow Teas of corresponding grade. 

CANTON.—The business of the week had been very inconsiderable, 
and we have only to notice settlements of a few hundred boxes of each 
description of Scented Tea. 

SILK. 


SHANGHAI.—No settlements had been effected since the departure 
of the English mail with 103 bales, Buyers continued to demand 
greater concession in prices than sellers were willing to submit to; and 
as holders were obtaining facilities in the shape of advances from banks 
aud private firms, no great decline was looked for. Arrivals from the 
interior for the week did not exceed 160 bales ; and the latest advices 
from the producing districts reported business suspended, and buyers 
returning to Shanghai. The unsold stock was cstimated at 6,000 bales. 

CaNnTow.—No improvement in the demand had been experienced, 
and there is consequently no change in the position of the market to 


report. 
SAIGON PRODUCE. 

Messrs. Behre and Co.'s Circular gives the following report upon the 
Rice market :—There being only little offering, as usual at this time 
of the season, the slightly better demand for China and Japan has been 
sufficient to keep up prices, and some 50,600 piculs grain have changed 
hands at again higher quotations, viz., up to $1.70 respectively, $1.60 per 
picul for round and long corn. Our natives continually entertain great 
hopes regarding the coming crop, and there being still moderate stocks 
of this year’s grain in the interior, we may anticipate larger arrivals and 
lower prices for the next weeks. Our quotations close at $1.65 for 
round grain and $1.574 for long rice. Newrice will be available for ex- 
port at about the middle of December next.

The total number of officers who returned in the Donegal was 143, 
and of seamen and marines 990, inaking a total number of 1,133 off- 
cers and men. The Donegal arrived at Hong Kong on May 2nd from 
England with reliefs for the crews of H.M.’s ships Ocean, Zebra, Ri- 
naldo, and Sylvia, which vessels had been some jconsiderable time at 
the above port awaiting her arrival. Meanwhile they all underwent 
a thorough refit, machinery and boilers being found in a satisfactory 
condition, and are now quite fit in every respect for a further period of 
service in those waters. The above four ships were paid off on the Ith, 
whien the old and new crews were exchanged, and the Donegal jas 
enabled to start on her return voyage on the 24th, being navigated by 
the return crews; fine weather aad smooth water were encountered al- 
most the entire passage. Singapore was reached on June 4th, and sailed 
from on the 8th, touched at Anjer on the 13th; arrived at Simon’s Bay 
oh July 23rd, left on the 2nd of August, touched at St. Helena for a 
day on the 14th, and arrived at Spithead on the 23rd of September. 

The Priam, which arrived at Fulmouth on the 14th inst. from Singa- 
pore, landed forty time-expired men and invulids of the Royal Artillery 
and 75th Regiment, who were sent to Plymouth to be passed on by the 
military authorities to their various destinations. 

The following appointments have been made at the Admiralty :—Sub- 
Lieutenant William L. H. Browne, to the Occan. as supernumerary ; the 
Hon. P. H. H. Hatchinson, midshipman, to the Ocean, as supernu- 
merary. 

The naval command at Portsmouth, which will shortly become va- 
cant, will probably be eonferred upon Sir Henry Keppel, late Com- 
mander-in-Chief on the China station.

__ A work in two volumes haa been issued *by Messri. Smith, Rider and 
Co.; under the title Journeys in North China, Manchuria, and Kustern 
Mongolia, with some Account of Corea, by the Rev. Alekarder Wil- 
liamson, B.A. , The journey upon which this narrative is founded was 
tindertaken with objects connected with missionary labour, and in pur- 
stiince of these Mr. Willidmsor, was led into districts remote from the 
Treaty Ports, and therefore but little known, Much that is interesting is 
reldted tespecting the products of the soil dnd mineral wealth of these 
obscure provinces, and in some instances valuable information is im- 
patted, while at the same tite facts are giveii in such a clear and read- 
able style, and are so blended with anecdote and critical tiotes of ob- 
servation, that amusement may be found on evety page. 


Thé Chinese Recorder and Missionary Journal for August is a 
nuinber of more than usual interest. The Rev. A. Krolezyk commences 
an account of a visit to the Aborigines in the north-western part of the 
province of Kwantuhg, starting from Sam-kong, a fortress where 
Chinese officials keép guard over the Midu-tze who live in the adjacent 
hills, The Yiumen were inquisitive concerning the “trouble” between 
thé Chinese and the forcignera, but Mr. Krolezyk is of opinion that 
there is nothing to fear from a coalitivn of this tribe with the other 
foreign elements in its bosom, ag they neither knew nor cured anything 
about tho different aboriginal tribes in China, still less ahout the moun- 
tulhous tribes nortli_of India, Birmah, and Siam. The Overland Trip 
from Kiukiang té Foochow 1's concluded, and sitpplemented by a useful 
itinerary for the guidance of futuro travellers. Mr. Ewer concludes his 
interesting essay on The Sabbath in China; and a sensible paper on 
Pagan Idolatry and Revelation, and a Synoptical Table of Chinese 
Dynasties, dite valuable contributions. A corre~porident gives a terribly 
exact account of the Chinese capital punishment of ‘‘ caging to death.” 
This punishment is termed in the Foochow patois K’ie-léng (standing ik 
the cage). The cage is un open frame, as high as the culprit’s neck, 
about which boards are so closely adjusted that the head cannot be 
withdrawn. Death results from sheer exhaustion and starvdtion in 
from four to six days, and it ig said that this inode of execition is be- 
coming more common, especially in the South. 


. The Atheneum remarks that Mr. Adams, tle Secretaty of out Léga- 
tion in Jupan, has been rendering good service in duing all he can to 
protect the silkworm in those coyntries by his influence and advice, 
which are willingly received. At the last advices he had returned from 
a lengthened tour in the interlor, on which he will repott. Ia Japanese 
are some illustrated works of silk culture: 


THe fourth number of Art, ths new magazin’ of which we lately 
noticed the establishment, exhibits a gtcat improvement upon its pre- 
decessors.

THH STRAITS ASSOCIATION. 

General approval has been expressed iti Singapore at the steps 
taken by the Straits Association in respect of the proeed 
steamer, it being felt that with inexpensive additions the Pehio 
would have met all the possible wants of the colony. Governor 
Ord’s craving for steamers appeared stiil unappeased, and he had 
proposed the pureiare of the Argyle, 14 tons, as a substitute for 
a boat he had built undef his special survey a year since, but 
is how found unsuitable! Thé non-official members seem to have 
met him with 4 dignified and severe rebuke. 


A Select Committee was appointed to inquité into the civil es: 
tablishments, and it is hoped that the result may promote econo- 
mical adminigtration, a system to which the colony has been s 
stranger for the last three years. 


The report on Government-house was to be the subject of dis- 
cussion at the next meeting of Oouncil, and would probably 
occasion a somewhat stormy debate. 


The King of Prussia has cunférféd on Hert W: vori Pastau, of Altona, 
the insignia of Knight of the Royal Order of the Red Eagle, as a mark 
of appreciation of his services in connection with the International Ex- 
hibition held at Altona last year. The above-named gentleman was 
also himself an exhibitor of a vety valuable and instructive collection of 
China produce—more particularly of tea and silk, the latter showing 
the manufacture from the incipient silkworm’s egg down to its final 
state, in the shape of the costly and beautiful crapes and shawls. 


Amonc the passengers by the present mail is Mr. George FranciaTrain, 
the American citizen par eccellence. This gentleman left San Francisco 
some months since by the Pacific route for China, and having now re- 
turned by way of Sut has lost no timie in proclaiming his opinions 
upon the war to the French people ia a stump speech which we learn 
by telegram he delivered at Marseilles on Saturday last.

SATISFACTION FOR THE TIENTSIN MASSACRE. 

Mr. Cuartes Maeniao, M.P., one of the deputation which 
was received by Earl GRANVILLE on this subject on the 14th 
ult., determined not to allow the question to slumber, has 
addressed a second appeal to thea ForziaN SECRETARY, in the 
form of a letter, which we publish in another column. Mr. 
Maantac has entitled himself to the thanks of the commu- 
nity for his public spirit in thus urging on a lethargic Govern- 
ment the prompt action for which the new evidence he ad- 
duces proves the increased necessity. 

A telegram, published in our last, announces that ten of 
the Tientsin mandarins have been transported, and fifteen 
“men” beheaded—we presume by way of punishment for 
the late massacre. Pending the receipt of a detailed account 
of the proceedings which led to this sentence, we can offer no 
opinion as to its justice or its sufficiency to meet the require- 
ments of the case—or even whether such a measure of atone- 
ment will be deemed satisfactory by the French. We have 
as yet no means of judging of the degree of the complicity 
of the ten mandarins who have been transported ; and 
what is the evidence upon which the fifteen men have been 
beheaded. Knowing the recklessness of human life, as well 
as the unprincipled mystification of the Chinese Courts, we 
cannot avoid the suspicion that some trick may have been 
practised upon us, similar to the well-known affair in Hwang- 
chu-kee, where, twenty years ago, under a somewhat similar 
demand for justice, the mandarins searched their gaols for o 
few criminals, and sacrificed them. Meanwhile our position 
is unchanged, and daily increasing in influence in the press 
and in the public mind. 

Just a8 we are going to press we have received another 
telegram announcing that the Taku Forts have been armed 
and stored by the Chinese, and a considerable army has been 
collected at Tientsin. This not only confirms the intelli- 
gence that we had previously received, to the effect that the 
Chinese were arming, but it shows that they are now actu- 
ally ready, and the necessity for action is more urgent than 
ever. If so much valuable time had not been lost, the Taku 
Forts might have been armed and stored by us, instead of 
being fortified and garrisoned by the Chinese, who, no doubt, 
now look forward to repulsing any European fleet from those 
strongholds, as they did, with such disastrous consequences, 
the expedition of Admiral Horsz in the year 1859. We 
trust, however, thata ‘sufficient force will be brought against 
them to preclude the possibility of a repetition of that cala- 
mity, but there can be no doubt thatin the present temper and 
attitude of the people a greater force is jnow required than 
would have been sufficient two months ago. Another chapel 
has been burned down by the mob, and it is said that the pro- 
vincial authorities promise its restoration ; but one thing is 
abundantly clear—that the course of outrage has not been 
checked by the punishments alluded to above, and we can 
only hope that it will not be attended with more bloodshed be- 
fore some decisive steps are taken for the protection of the 
foreigners in their present dangerous situation. 


THE report of the return to England of Mr. Mepuurst, 
at present Consul at Shanghai, is incorrect. Mr. Forresr, 
the Vice-Consul, is home on leave, and Mr. Davenport 
has taken his place. Mr. Marxuam will leave shortly 
for Chefoo, via San Francisco. Mr. Kina, lately Acting 
Vice-Consul at Newchwang, has been granted leave. Mr. 
SWINHOE is not likely to return fur somo months. 
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THE SURRENDER OF OUR TREATY RIGHTS IN 
FORMOSA. 


WE understand that the representations made by merchants 
interested in the trade of Formosa have failed, so far, to induce 
the Foreign-office to alter its decision as to the abandonment 
of the ports now opened to trade in that island ; and, accord- 
ing to present arrangements, the Consulates will all be 
closed and our rights to trade abandoned early next year. 
It has been proved that the figures given by Sir Ruruer- 
FORD ALOOCK as the value of our trade are very much below 
the mark; but the Foreign-office is deaf to all such re- 
monstrances, and have respect only to one fact—viz., the 
saving of the expense of the Consulates. That dreadful spirit 
for cutting down, which overrides every other consideration 
with the present Government, is the all-absorbing idea, and 
it seems must be, like peace, obtained at any sacrifice of our 
future interests in China. To surrender any of our rights 
at this particular time is certainly the most unwise step, and 
will assuredly be followed up by the Chinese Government by 
an attempt to deprive us of other treaty rights, under the 
belief that we will submit rather than resist. Even Sir Ru- 
THERFORD ALCOOK pointed out that, should the abandonment 
of Formosa be decided on, it was most important that somo 
equivalent should be obtained from the Chinese Government, 
as such surrender without a gutd pro quo would certainly be 
misinterpreted, and attributed to a weakness on our part. Of 
course, the surrender of our rights does not necessitate the 
same course by other Treaty Powers, and British subjects 
must, we suppose, be content to play second fiddle to all 
other nationalities who have borne no part in the cost of 
opening up Chine, We believe that a steamer will shortly 
be sent out to trade between Amoy and Formosa on English 
account, but she will probably be put under any other flag 
but the English. 


THE CHINESE AT HOME AND ABROAD. 

Tue rising of Chinese coolies in Peru, and the massacre 
of their overseers in two provinces, and under circumstances 
of aggravated brutality, is a fact as suggestive as it is de- 
plorable ; and it derives additional importance from the fact 
that it was impossible for the assassins of Barranca and Pa- 
tavilca to have been aware of the outrages of their brethren 
at Tientsin. It proves that the “grain” of the Chinese cha- 
racter remains the same in the most distant places and under 
the most widely different circumstances. In China the mo- 
tive was hatred of the “foreigners ;” in Peru it was pro- 
bably the temptation of their masters’ gold. Wherever these 
people may be located, we are now assured that they are 
equally treacherous, murderous, and calculating. Human 
life will never be safe where they possess numerical strength, 
or are permitted international responsibility, without the 
presence of a sufficient armed force to insist on their good 
faith. In colonies it is not safe to admit a preponderance of 
Chinese immigrants, especially of the coolie class. Their 
artisans and tradesmen may safely be encouraged, for they are 
both clever and persevering, thrifty and peaceable ; but their 
coolies should never be collected in greater numbers than 
can be readily put down by the natives of other countries 
with whom they cannot assimilate. 


MR. MAGNIAC TO LORD GRANVILLE, 
October 13, 1870. 

My Lorp,—The character of the intelligence received on the 10th 
inst. from China, by telegram dated Kiachta, October 9, 80 amply and 
painfully confirms the apprehensions lately expressed by the deputation 
of merchants for the safety of the lives and property of British subjects 
there, that I venture again to press the subject for your Lordship’s con- 
sideration. 


Relying on the authenticity of the intelligence wo have received, re- 
porting great anxiety and the destruction of another Roman Catholic 
church at Newchwang, it is our firm conviction that immediate and ad- 
ditional measures of protection are required, particularly at the Northern 
ports. 


In respect of the form which this protection should take, I would 
merely say that, although the navy is well represented, the military 
forced available for defence on Jand is comparatively insignificant, and 
the telegram I have referred to states— Assistanco of troops demanded 
from India.’—I have the honour to be, my Lord, your Lordship’s most 
obedient humb‘e servant, CHARLES MAGNIAG.

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Alonetary and Commercial. 
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The half-yearly meeting of the Oriental Bank Corporation was 
held on the 20th, Mr. Blyth in the chair, when an interim dividend 
of G per cent. was declared for the half-year. Mr. C. J. F. 
Stuart, the chief manager, read a statement of the assets and 
liabilities of the bank, and of the profit and loss account. The 
net profits for the half year were £93,802. The chairman said 
the only business of the present meeting was to declare an ad 
interim dividend, and he had great pleasure in stating that, not- 
withstanding the state of affairs in India and China, they were 
enabled to declare the usual dividend. They had received from 
the managers the assurance that the credit of the bank stood as 
well as ever. There was no discussion, and after the declaration 
of the dividend the meeting separated. 

Mr. W. T. Henley, of North Woolwich, has just laid a sub- 
marine telegraph cable from Bona to Malta, thus completing the 
lines of the Marseilles, Algiers, and Malta Telegraph Company. 
The total length of both sections laid is about 900 miles. 

Telegrams via Kiachta from Shanghai announce the failure of 
Mesars. Overweg and Co., of Shanghai, Foochow, and Hankow ; 
the liabilities are not stated. 

It is expected that a further dividend of 3d. in the pound, com- 
pleting 7s. 6d., will be made on the estate of Messrs. Lindsay and 
Co. No further dividend is expected from the estates of Robert 
Smith and Oo., and Smith, Kennedy, and Co., the total distri 
bution having been 3s. 24d. The property in China belonging to 
the estate of Messrs. Fletcher and Co. has not yet been realised- 
and the final dividend is consequently delayed. A further 1s. is 
expected from the estate of Messrs. Scott, Bell, and Co. anda 
trifle on Messrs. Dow and Co.’s Another 1s. will soon be declared 
on Finlay, Campbell, and Co.’s estate, and 6d. on that of Dent 
and Co.'s. 

The tenders for £300,000 in bills on India were received at the 
Bank of England, when the amounts allotted were—to Calcutta, 
£290,600, and to Madras, £9,400. The minimum price was fixed, 
as before, at 1s. 10d. on all the presidencies, and tenders on Cal- 
cutta and Madras at 1s. 104d. will receive about 56 per cent., 
those above in full. There were no tenders accepted on Bombay. 
Rare a show a diminished demand for means of remittance 
to the East. 


The directors of the Singapore Gas Company have issued their 
report for the half-year ending 30th June, to be presented to the 
shareholders at the extraordinary general meeting on the 25th 
inst. The profits for the half-year are £1,564, and the directors 
recommend a dividend at the rate of 7} per cent. per annum on 
the preference capital, and 7 per cent. per annum on the amounts 
paid-up on the original capital.
